ALTERATIONS IN 
C.IMU. RULES 

Interference on Line More 
Clearly Defined. 

Tlie Canadian Intercollegiate Rugby 
Football Union, having released I'u-lr 
rules for ll)2il, iiuino interest ban t'nn'n 
evinced In eerlalu cllliiigcn that have 

ifl ken place. pnrtlC'Ulurly thoso refon- 
lug to Interference. 

Under the new rules, no Interference 
will bo pormitlct! beyond the Ihtce 
.vu id limit, exleiidlng from touch Un. 1 
to I ouch lino and In all cases, wi'.h the 
exception of a kick, llio ball currier 
must be Ihe first man through. Cer 
lain laxity, however, will bo tolerated 
In tho case or end runs when a player 
having paKsed the ball is forced to ntc[ 
over tho hilerefcrcnco zono limit. 

In Ihe ovciit of a blocked kick, the 
wIiikk shall not. bo pemill/.ed for cross 
hiK first, but a rake kick culls fortho 
bull carrier through first. Ituunlli-J 
Intorefernce Is Illegal In all porta of 
the field except as provided above. 

To help check up on Interference, the 
head linesman has been given the 
power to sound his whistle to draw 
attention lo any Infractions. 

The kick out after n. rouge or a 
safely touch Iuih been abolished and 
only a scrimmage on the 25 yard line 
must be taken. 

To avoid the confusion of players 
entering Ihn game while, the hull :i In 
motion, a new rule has been made that 
they can only enter when the ball Is 
dead. 

Rough play will ho heavily penalized, 
and the referee has ben empowered !o 
use his own judgement as to wlun n 
man can substitute, for a player -uled 
off for the game . 

Other penalties Involve a loss of ons 
down on scrimmage plays, for offside, 
loss of ten yards, for illesal Interfer- 
ence, loss of one down and fifteen 
yards. 

The above embodies the main 
changes and in the Initial game 
against Queen's Saturday the followers 
of the game will hove a. chance of see. 
ing how the rules apply.

Subject to be "What is the 
Use of Religion? 

The co-opernttnc Theological col- 
leges have repeatedly brought over 
dlstinjïnished scholars and preachers 
from the motherland for their opening 
course of lectures. They are fortunate 
In thetr lectures lor this year, for they 
have secured Principal Solhte of Mans- 
field Oollcpre. Oxford. The distinpttsh- 
od visitor; who landed on the "Andanu" 
yesterday morning, is the successor to 
the gTcat FalrlMiirn: but Dr. Selhic has 
won for himself .1 lnr.ee place at Ox- 
ford and in Croat Britain and America 
as scholar, theologian and preacher. 
There is no more prophetic voice. In 
'.he Oxford of today than his. Net only 
in Oxford, hut throughout Croat Bri- 
tain he is known as a christian and 
national lender, especially on the Free 
Church of British lite. No one would 
/bear more ready witness 10 this man 
than Mr. Lloyd Ocorire, for the two 
men have ropcadedly been associated 
in the educational religious affairs of 
their churches and country. In the 
Anglican Church, too. Or Selhie is 
highly esteemed, and has on different 
occasions preached at Cathedral Ser- 
•vices. It was a paper by him. which 
roused great enthusiasm at the 
Jlodern Churchmcns Conference tw o ; 
yours ago. for Dr. felloe has a way of | 
piercing the centre with his shafts of 
Knowledge and wisdom. 

A short sketch of his career will 
doubtless be interesting to McGill stu- 
dents. 

The outward events of any scholar's 
life are soon told. Or Sclbie is a son : 
of tbc manse, born .it Chesterfield. 
England, sixty-one years ago. He 
was educaied at Manchester School, 
with its great traditions for scholar- I 
ship and power of prudurinç dis; in- | 
guished public men and never more | 
^iilningly than toduy. lie passed on 
to Brasenose College v'xford. and then j 
to llausfieid College for Thcolosy. 
heedless to say that throughout his 
career he was a brilliant student. 
At the close of his course in Mansfield 
he "was appointed lecturer in Hebrew 
and began a career that steadily led 
him to the Principalshlp of his own 
College. Before returning to Oxford he 
served in two pastorates: — at High- 
gate London, and Emmanuel Church 
Cambridge, where he gave proof of ills 
fine preaching gifts. Selbie was a 
force among the students of Cam- 
bridge before ht became a prophetic 
nice tit Oxford. Now. when he prea- 
ches, Mansfield Chapel is always 
crowded by students, dons, and distin- 
guished visitors from all quarters of 
the globe. His place in the Académie 
wurld is measured by the honours he 
has won. He is a graduate both of 
Oxford and Cambridge I'niveraitles 
and Glasgow and Oxford have con- 
ferred 011 him the Doctorate of Divi- 
nitj. The esteem in which lit is held 
by his bruthorn ol the I'ree Churches 
of England was: ween in his election 
to the chairmanship of tin Congra- 
gationul Colon of England and Wales 
and afterwards to the presidency o! 
'the Free Church I'" education. 

Dr. iiolblo is nisi, n well known au- 
thor. Both in theology and hiograplo 
he has clone much fine work. 1!:: 
lines of Schlelertnaohon with an ap- 
preciation of his theology, and "f his 
own teacher Kairbairn arc we.ll know 11 
works, while hi.-- books on "Aspects of 
Christ" "Non-con fortuity" have had 
a wide circulation and deservedly too 
both in writing anil 111 speech he is the 
mauler of a clem 11 nil ufteolive >-'>b 
that leaves 110 doubt ,11 regard 10 his 
meaning. 

Principal Sclbie is distinctly a hUi- 
dents man tor he has bad l< do with 
xtudent» all his life. Ib- a loved as .1 
speaker at tho Oxford L'nlon whore as. 
.distinguished visitor he has repeatedly 
Students in large 
gone to hoar 
preach, and at conferences nf Hu- 
ent* Christian Movement in G-'cal 
rltain no one m more welcome 
thun he. He has mad" a reputation 
for himself for balance and sanity '.f 
judgement with a progressive outlook 
and a modern interpretation of tilings 
a Christian teacher he fears not 
Knowledge, and arreMina proven to 
all his utterances Hi is emphatically 
a man not only 1.0 read, but to hear. 

His visit to Canada is to he very 
short only ten days, for Oxford Is in 
session, and his students '••ait his re- 
1' .turn to the other aide. 

His engagement-'' in Canada include 
a meeting with his fellow churchmen 
at 'Toronto and the "Varsity" Kerinon 
In the Convocations Hall Toronto on 
Oct. 7th hut the greater pari of his 
tlmo will be given to Montreal where 
he is to lecture at the Uoyal Victoria 
College on Tuesday Oci. Dili al X.lii 
on "Theology and I'l.'.vnl Day 
Thought". It Is Hie opening lecture of 
the Theological Colleges, but Is open 
to the public. Many will no doubt 
want to hour him. for Dr. Sclbie can 
make difficult things clear and nb-
